dawn Sunday, a girl. The con- 
dition of the other two girls and a 
boy "gives cause for some 
concern," it said. 


Doctors 
reported 
Mrs. 


Brodrick was well and "cat- 
ching up on some sleep." She did 


not require more than routine 
postnatal care and was unlikely 
to remain in the hospital any 
longer than a single-pregnancy 
mother, they said. 


The mother had not seen the 


babies, who were two months 
premature and weighed bet- 
ween one and two pounds. 


The birth of the nonuplets was 


the largest multiple birth on 
record. Amid the proliferation in 
mass births since the use of 
fertility 
drugs 
became 


widespread in the past decade, 
eight babies were born to a 
Mexican woman on March 10, 


1967, but all died within 14 hours. 


Mrs. 
Brodrick 
has 
two 


daughters, 5 and 4 years old, but 
had taken a fertility drug to 
correct a hormonal disorder. 


The first two of her nonuplets, 


both boys, were stillborn. Two 
boys and a girl died Sunday

after 
experiencing 


respiratory difficulties. 


Mrs. Brodrick's 
husband,

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan, who didn't owe any 
state income taxes this past 
April, is a client of a cattle 
management firm which offers 
tax breaks to wealthy persons, 
the Sacramento Bee reports. 


It is the first detailed report of 


any 
segment 
of Reagan's 


private business investments 
which he has steadfastly refused 
to discuss in public. 


Last month, the Republican 


governor 
acknowledged he 


didn't owe any state taxes in 
April for 1970 because of 
"business reverses" he wouldn't 
explain. 


In a copyrighted story in the 


Bee's Sunday edition, reporter 
James Wrightson said Reagan 
has invested

penheimer Industries Inc. of 
Kansas 
City, Mo., which 


manages 120,000 head of cattle 


in 18 states — including stock of 
the Reagan Cattle Co. 


The story said reporters were 


unable to determine how many 
Reagan cattle were managed by 
Oppenheimer. But it quoted 
Gary Murphy, an Oppenheimer 
ranch manager in Montana, as 
saying he took care of 13 Reagan 
bulls. 


Murphy, 28, said he bought 20 


bulls for Reagan at $450 each 
three years ago and put the 
Reagan "Gunsight-R" preceded 
by a circle with a vertical line 
halfway through the bottom. He 
said he later sold seven of the 
bulls because they were injured. 


The Bee story said Op- 


penheimer has registered the 
Reagan Cattle Co. "Trident-R" 
brand in Wyoming and its 
"Rocking-R" brand in Nevada,

Reagan earlier said he paid an 


unspecified amount of federal 
income tax for 1970 and that he 
paid a total of $91,128 in state 
taxes the past five years. His 
salary was 1970 was $44,100, 
boosted this year to $49,100.

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It's Still Against The Law

A "good news" development in the motor vehicle realm was the 


U.S. Supreme Court's recent action on behlaf of the innocent vic- 
tims of hit-and-run drivers. 


In a five-to-four decision, the court upheld California's state 


law (and similar laws in every other state) requiring a driver to 
leave his name and address at the scene of an accident. 


In that finding, the U.S. court reversed an earlier decision by 


California's state supreme court, which had ruled against the hit- 
run identification law. 


The case concerned a California citizen who was involved in an 


auto accident in 1966. He fled the scene, but was later arrested and 
based his defense on the contention that to have stopped and 
identified himself would have violated his Fifth Amendment right 
against self-imcrimination. The state Supreme Court agreed with 
him.

WASHINGTON—Many 


among us rightly fear the 
emergence of a national police 
force — something along the 
lines of Hitler's "Brown Shirts" 
and the dreaded KGB of the 
Soviet Union — forces that 
repress and strike fear into the 
hearts of citizens. 


But it seems this fear is 


misdirected when it focuses only 
on the so-called "snooping" of 
the FBI or the alleged "sur- 
veilance" of civilians by the 
Army. While these might be 
matters for concern, it appears 
the real threat is coming from 
an entirely different direction. 


I speak of the Omnibus Crime 


Control and Safe Streets Act of 
1968 which set up the Law En- 
forcement 
Assistance 
Ad- 


ministration (LEAA) in the 
Justice Department to channel 
tax money from the federal 
government to state and local 
law enforcement. 


The end 
result 
of

legislation, irrespective of the 
purity of motive on the part of 
Congress, could be the gradual

bureaucracy.

authorized $650 million for 
LEAA in fiscal year 1971, $1 
billion for fiscal 1972, and $1.5 
billion for fiscal 1973. It seems 
naive at best to believe that 
crime and criminals can be 
controlled by the mere ex- 
penditure of money. 


The greatest problem is that 


law enforcement agencies are 
increasingly denied the freedom 
to enforce the laws. This has 
resulted mainly from judges at 
most every level, particularly 
on the Supreme Court. 


With federal funds necessarily 


comes federal control—just as 
federal aid to education has led 
to federal domination of the 
schools. Federal influence is 
already being felt in some areas 
in the quality of men recruited 
for police work and selected for 
promotion. 


Two examples should suffice: 


last April the Justice Depart- 
ment intervened in private 
lawsuits 
that 
charged 


discrimination in hiring policies 


of the Mississippi State Highway 
Patrol, and the Boston Police 
Department. In the same news 
story, the Justice Department 
announced it was calling a 
national conference to increase 
minority group employment in 
law enforcement, with the 
LEAA funds held as a club over 
the heads of local departments. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 


leadership has already begun to 
reflect the permissive attitude 
generally found in the federal 
courts 
and 
the 
federal 


bureaucracy—the attitude that 
society and not the criminal is 
responsible for crime—that it is 
not society but the criminal who 
needs protection. 


As federal influence brings 


this attitude into local law en- 
forcement, the enforcement 
witll become less effective, and 
this effectiveness will likely 
decrease in proportion to the 
increase of federal aid. In 
reference to the argument that 
federal aid will improve local 
law enforcement, this should be 
noted: 


The first massive federal 


grant to local law enforcement 
was given in 1969, and the 


national crime rate was higher 
that year than in 1968. The 
second appropriation of federal 
aid to local law enforcement was 
for 1970—and the crime rate in 
1970 was much higher than it 
was in 1969. 


Congressional leaders, many 


of them men of high motives, as 
well as the administration, are 
not likely to admit they have 
erred, nor change their direc- 
tion. They show all the in- 
dications of fighting the fire by 
throwing on more fuel—They 
will demand more federal aid. 


AS FEDERAL aid increases, 


federal influence on local law 
enforcement will evolve into 
federal control. And the end 
result is an instrument of total 
control—ready made for dic- 
tatorship. The national police 
force. 


But there would still be 


another change: 
once the 


national police force becomes 
recognized, 
a c c e p t e d , 


operating, it will no longer be 
ineffective and permissive. It 
will be ruthless and oppressive, 
its mission no longer to protect 
the public but to protect political 
power against the public. 


"Disclosure of name and address is an essentially neutral act," 


Chief Justice Burger wrote. "A name, linked to a motor vehicle, is 
no more incriminating than the tax return, linked with the 
disclosure of income.. It identifies, but does not by itself implicate 
anyone in criminal conduct." 


The Supreme Court's ruling will not be of any great help in 


catching hit-and-run drivers. Persons of that ilk still will try to flee 
without being held responsible. Many of them are either in- 
toxicated or breaking some other law — and thus do not want to 
face outright criminal charges — or else they do not have insurance 
and do not want to have to pay for the damage done to the other car. 
In cases of death or injury, of course, criminal charges can result 
from an accident evolving out of some violation. As such, the 
Supreme Court's upholding of the hit-run law will not likely prompt 
culprits to reform. 


To have allowed the state court's ruling to stand, however, 


would have been to literally endorse the idea of "destruction 
derbies" by irresponsible drivers and vandals. With no hit-run law 
making it illegal for them not to identify themselves, they could 
have proceeded down the street grazing and denting parked cars in 
the dead of night, secure in the knowledge that escaping actual 
detection would be tantamount to innocence. 


But now, thanks to the U.S. court, the motorist who goes out to 


his car in the morning and discovers that someone has smashed 
into it and fled without leaving his name can solace himself with the 
knowledge that the hit-runner at least does not have the permission 
and protection of the law, eh? And he can know that the culprit, if 
apprehended and convicted through the help of witnesses or paint- 
scraping detective work, will be penalized for his hit-run conduct as 
well as for his bad driving.

Intensive

There is no question that 


there is a 
hereditary and 


familial pattern to diabetes. 
When one or more parents 
have had this condition it is 
wise to think of oneself as a 
potential "pre-diabetic."

The disease itself, known as 


"diabetes mellitus," is a com- 
plicated disorder of the body 
that fundamentally affects the 
ability to utilize sugar prop- 
erly. 


In normal health the pan- 


creas, a small but important 
gland that lies behind the 
stomach, 
produces 
insulin 


which basically affects sugar 
metabolism. 


When, for any reason, the 


cells in the pancreas do not 
p r o d u c e e n o u g h insulin, 
proper use of sugar by the 
body is affected. 


There are few more com- 


plex conditions than diabetes. 
Voluminous 
research 
is 
in 


progress all over the world, 
by thousands of scientists, to 
imravel more and more of its 
.secrets and intricacies. 


Since the trouble is compli- 


cated, handling the diabetic

Louisiana Gas Conspiracy

WASHINGTON—Federal 


Power 
Chairman 
John 


Nassikas, who is supposed to 
protect the housewives from 
excessive gas charges, has 
conspired instead 
to add a 


whopping $4 billion to their bills. 


He has gone so far as to 


conceal evidence and mislead 
Senators about the $4 billion rate 
increase, 
which has 
been 


greased for approval. 


The suppressed evidence — in 


the form of studies, letters and 
memos — have been kept under 
lock by Nassikas. Nevertheless, 
we have obtained copies of these 
damning documents. 


Squeezing $4 billion out of the 


housewives, of course, is a 
complex operation. It is easier 
to understand a $1,000 payoff to 
a politician than the bilking of 


billions from the consumers. But 
here are the facts as simply as 
we can present them: 


The Federal Power Com- 


mission fixes the basic rates 
that millions of consumers pay 
for natural gas. The gas 
producers always want ot raise 
the rates, naturally, to increase 
their profits. But the FPC was 
established to keep the public 
from being gouged. 


The producers are now 


seeking a rate increase on the 
gas they will draw from a vast 
Louisiana reservoir. The higher 
rate, which would be tacked on 
to the monthly bill of every 
householder who uses the gas, is 
supposed to be an incentive to 
encourage the producers to sink 
more wells. 


PHONY FIGURES 


The producers, however, have 


greatly understated the amount 
of natural gas available under 
the Louisinaa bed. Their figures 
make the risk and expense of 
sinking new wells appear to be 
far higher than is true. 


The 
American 
Gas 


Association, which speaks for 
the producers, estimated one 
part of the Louisinaa reserves to 
be 24 trillion cubic feet. But the 
FCP's own experts, 
after 


careful calculation, came up 
with a 34 trillion figure. The 
difference of 10 trillion cubic 
feet would seriously weaken the 
producers' case for a rate in- 
crease. 


Yet Nassikas not only ac- 


cepted the producers' figures 
but suppressed estimates that 
were 
damaging 
to 
the 


producers. 
This 
shocking 


malfeasance, which could cost 


the consumers a staggering $4 
billion, should be grounds for 
impeachment. 


We know from the suppressed 


Nassikas Papers that the 
Federal Power Chairman was 
fully 
informed as early as 


February, 1970, by both his 
Economics and Producers 
divisions that the industry's 
figures were suspect. Yet he 
concealed the discrepancy and 
sided with the gas producers in 
public 
statements, 
Senate 


hearings and congressional 
correspondence. 


TheFPC's experts based their 


estimates, in part, upon figures 
furnished 
by the pipeline 


companies. These figures were 
far higher than those submitted 
by the gas 
producers. 


On The Right 


Ridicule For Veteran's Anti-War Speech 


WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 
An editor of the Boston Globe 


was so thoughtful as to send me 
the text of the speech given last 
month by John Kerry to the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 


Committee. Mr. Kerry is the 
young 
veteran, pedigreed 


Bostonian, and Yale graduate, 
who led the veterans' protest in 
Washington. The headline, in the 
Boston 
Globe's 
magazine, 


reveals that the Globe is the only 
newspaper 
which has twice 


published in full Mr. Kerry's 
remarkable address. I fear that 
the publication of it was in- 
tended to suggest that Mr. 
Kerry's statement was im- 
portant other than in the sense in 
which I judge it to be important. 
It is very important. 


Consider the words that made 


John Kerry famous. Consider, 
first, the haunting resonance of 
its peroration. 


"(We are determined) to 


undertake one last mission, to 
search out and destroy the last 
vestige of this barbaric war, to 
pacify our own hearts, to 
conquer the hate and the fear 
that have driven this country 
these last ten years and more, 
and so when in 30 years from 
now our brothers go down the 
street without a leg, without an 
arm, or a face, and small boys 


ask why, we will be able to say, 
'Vietnam' and not mean a 
desert, not a filthy obscene 
memory but the place where 
America finally turned and 
where soldiers like us helped it 
in the turning." 


"Where 
America 
finally 


turned." One needs to ask: 
where America finally turned 
from what? 


Mr. Kerry, in introducing 


himself to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, made it 
plain that he was there not to 
speak for himself, but to speak 
for what he called "a very much 
larger group of veterans in this 
country." He then proceeded to 
describe the America he knows, 
the America from which he 
enjoined us all to turn. 


In Southeast Asia, he said, he 


saw "not isolated incidents but 
crimes committed on a day to 
day 
basis 
with 
the 
full 


awareness of officers at all 
levels of command." 


A grave charge, 
but the 


sensitive listener will instantly 
assume that Mr. Kerry is using 
the word "crime" loosely, 
metaphorically, as in "he was 
criminally thoughtless in not 
writing home more often to his 
mother." But Mr. Kerry quickly 
interdicted that line of retreat. 
He went on to enumerate 


precisely such crimes as are 
being committed on a day to day 
basis," with the full awareness 
of officers at all levels of 
command." 


He gave tales of torture, rape; 


tales of Americans who "ran- 
domly shot at civilians, razed 
villages in fashion reminiscent 
of Genghis Khan, shot cattle and 
dogs for fun, poisoned food 
stocks, and generally ravaged 
the countryside of South Viet- 
nam in addition to the normal 
ravage of war." 


Mr. Kerry informed Congress 


that what threatens the United 
States isn't "Reds", but "the 
crimes" we are committing. He 
told us that we have "created a 
monster, a monster in the form 
of millions of men who have 
been taught to deal and to trade 
in violence, and who have 
returned with a sense of 
danger." 


And indeed, if American 


soldiers have been called upon 
to rape and torture and to ex- 
terminate non-combatants, it is 
obvious that they should be 
ashamed, less obvious why they 
have not expressed that shame 
more widely on returning to the 
United States, particularly 


inasmuch as we have been 
assured by Mr. Kerry that they 
have been taught to deal and to 
trade in violence. 


Are there extenuating cir- 


cumstances? Is there a reason 
for being in Vietnam? 


"To attempt to justify the loss 


of one American life in Vietnam, 
Cambodia, or Laos by linking 
such loss to the preservation of 
freedom. . .is. . .the height of 
criminal hypocrisy, and it is that 
kind of hypocrisy which we feel 
has torn this country apart." 


It 
is 
then, 
we 
reason 


retrospectively, not alone an act 
of hypocrisy that caused the 
joint chiefs of staff, and the 
heads of the civilian depart- 
ments engaged in strategic 
calculations, to make the 
recommendations they made 
over the past ten years to three 
presidents of the United States: 
it was not merely hypocrisy but 
criminal 
hypocrisy. 
Un- 


derlaying that hypocrisy? Mr. 
Kerry had the answer to that 
too. "All that we were told about 
the mystical 
war against 


communism."

entertainer of the 20th century" 
by actress' Rosalind Russell, 
who sounded hear tears, Sinatra 
sang a half-hour of his greatest 
hits — "I've got you under my 
skin," "I'll Never Smile Again," 
"Old Man River" and others. 


Given tumultuous applause 


between numbers by a other- 
wise rapt audience, Sinatra said 
that when he.started singing he 
worked some jobs for a package 
of cigarettes. 


"So I figure if that's the way to 


begin, tonight's the way to end, 
he said. 


The 55-year-old singer-actor 


said 
he's serious 
about 


retirement. "I have plans for 
things I want to do—like 
meeting some girls," he said 
triggering audience laughter, 
"and building another house 
somewhere." 


Relaxed, pink-cheeked, and 


calm, the tuxedo clad singer 
wore a bow tie as he did at the 
beginning of his career, when 
bobby-boxers swooned at his 
performances.

weighed 116 pounds — he's 
heavier set now — "and my hair 
line was down to there," poin- 
ting to just above his eyebrow. 


Sinatra was jaunty, snapping 


the fingers of his left hand,

year, climaxed a 3^ hour 
benefit gala which, Miss Russell 
announced, raised more than 
$800,000 for the Motion Picture 
and Television Relief Fund.

Celebrity 
In Vienna

VIENNA (AP) — Baritone 


Sherreill Milnes, once of 
Downers Grove, 111, has become 
a celebrity in Vienna. Teen- 
agers wait for him to leave the 
stage door at the Vienna State 
Opera, and the critics have 
given him fine reviews. 


When 
the 
State 
Opera 


presented Verdi's "A Mashed 
Ball" recently three of the seven 
leading parts were sung by 
Americans Soprano Resi Grist 
and bass Frederic Guthrie have 
been singing here several years. 
Milnes made his Vienna debut 
last year. 


Are the Americans so good or 


the Europeans so bad? 


"It isn't either one," says 


Milnes, "but I think that per- 
centage-wise, America is tur- 
ning out more better-trained 
singers than Europe. 


"Part of the reason is that 


many of the best Europeans 
went to the United States before, 
during and after the war and as 
a result a lot of the best teachers 
are living now in the United 
States. 


"Furthermore, 
America 


perhaps is a little more 
academic-minded. More singers 
in America will go to music 
school, to university, and spend 
four, five, six years getting a 
degree. 


"In learning music, it makes a 


lot of difference in the speed of 
time you can learn it and your 
general knowledge of music. It 
is much better to have more 
experience and more knowledge 
and I think America stresses 
this quality more than Europe." 


Milnes, who lives in New York 


with his wife, soprano Nancy 
Stokes, thinks Americans can be 
grateful for the reception they 
are getting in Europe. 


"There are not enough places 


nor opportunities for the singers 
in America," he said. "This is 
why there has been and still 
continues to be in a sense a sort 
of exodus to Europe. 


"They 
have 
the 
state- 


supported theaters and more 
places to sing. In Germany, for 
instance, there are 30 to 40 
theaters, maybe more, where 
they have months and months of 
opera. In America, all but about 
five only do maybe three-four 
operas a year, giving only two 
performances of each opera." 


Milnes was discovered by the 


Metropolitan 11 years ago. He 
had been touring the United 
States with various opera 
companies. 


"Leonard Warren died in 1960 


and he left a hole that was not 
filled," he recalls "They were 
looking around for quite a while. 
During that time I was sort of 
apprenticing in the smaller 
companies They heard about 
me and at some point they called 
me " 


Milnes subsequently had 


concert performances in Lon- 
don, then his debut at the Vienna 
State Opera, at Barcelona and 
Covent Garden in London

Nixon Meeting On 
Drug Abuse Problem 


WASHINGTON 
(AP5 - 


President Nixon called key 
administration officials to the 
White House today along with 
seven U.S. ambassadors as part 
of a lengthy examination of drug 
abuse in American society. 


Called to the meeting were the 


envoys to Mexico, Turkey, South 
Vietnam, Thailand, France, 
Luxembourg 
and the United 


Nations, plus Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally. 


Ellsworth 
Bunker, 
U.S. 


ambassador to South Vietnam, 
told reporters at Andrews Air 
Force Base Sunday night the 
Saigon government is aware of 
reports that marijuana and hard 
drugs are increasingly available 
in South Vietnam, and is 
working on the problem. 


Besides South Vietnam, the 


United States has urged the 
other countries to step up efforts 
to cope with the drug problem 
and the illicit traffic in narcotics 
and marijuana. 


White House press secretary 


Ronald L. ziegler said today's 
meeting will be followed later 
this week by announcement of a 
government initiative to deal 
with the reported widespread 
use of drugs by Americans in 


Vietnam and the growth of a 
youth drug culture in the United 
States. 


Last month, a congressional 


report said so many American 
soldiers in Vietnam are being 
hooked on heroin that President 
Nixon should withdraw all U.S. 
troops unless the drug traffic is 
halted. 


The report, prepared for the 


House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, said many high-ranking 
Laotian, Thai and Vietnamese 
officials have a major hand in 
illegal drug sales to GIs. In some 
cases, it said, U.S. planes and 
diplomatic pouches are used to 
ferry opium and heroin into 
Saigon. 


Recently, the President has 


sent counselors Robert H. Finch 
and Donald Rumsfeld to Europe 
and Africa to discuss drug-abuse 
prevention and control, in- 
cluding drug usage relating to 
U S. military personnel in 
foreign countries. 


Both Finch and Rumsfeld 


were summoned to the session 
today, along with Ambassadors 
Leonard 
Unger, Thailand; 


Robert McBride, Mexico; Ar- 
thur 
K. Watson, 
France; 


William J. Handley, Turkey, 
and George Bush, the United 
Nations.

Herbs Easy To Grow, Can 
Be Used To Season Food

sayings, so much history and 
lore, and literature bound up 
with herbs that it is a temptation 
to overlook the very reason for 
growing these garden subjects:

Rosemary's pine-like leaves 


with their clear, delicious aroma 
certainly recommend them- 
selves to every good cook. They 
do something for a roast that 
nothing else can do when used 
judiciously; chopped into a pot 
of red beans they make a 
gourmet dish of this humble 
food. In the garden they are 
worth planting for the 
fine- 


textured foliage and delightful 
masses of light-blue flowers 
The trailing type rosemary 
makes a good ground cover 


One of the most aromatic and 


easy to grow seasonings is sweet 
basil. Keep the plant pinched so 
it doesn't go to seed. You'll want 
to keep the leaves pinched 
anyway because, when washed 
and chopped fine and sprinkled 
over fresh sliced tomatoes, the 
leaves help create a real taste 
treat. Sweet basil also goes well 
in scrambled eggs, in potato 
salad and other similar culinary 
concoctions. Like most herbs, it 
wants light soil that permits 
water to drain quickly—and 
plenty of sun and heat.

A few highlights were given by 


Mrs. Blackwood, who described 
the tour as an exciting ad- 
venture to the colorful continent 
"Land Down Under" with its 
history and legends, beautiful 
modern cities, beaches, scenic 
countryside, 
snow 
capped 


mountains and unusual points of 
interest. 


Their first stop was at Nandi 


in the Fiji Islands, where they 
were 
introduced 
to 
the 


Polynesian atmosphere with 
Fijian ceremonials and dances. 
The Rotarians were among a 100 
guests of the Suva Rotary Club. 


Among interests at Sydney, in 


addition to the convention 
program, during the five day 
visit, were the magnificent 
harbor, skyscraper buildings 
and a view of the uniquely 
designed opera house which has 
been under construction for a 
number of years. The visitors 
made a tour from Sydney to 
Dubbo, an area of sheep stations 
which they found similar to 
those of the United States. They 
met Ken Marshall who at one 
time visited in Red Bluff as a 
member of an exchange group, 
sponsored by the Rotary Club 
Foundation. 


Canberra, capital and called 


the Garden City of Australia, 
was described by Mrs. Black- 
wood as being a well planned 
city.

Bird Sanctuary where they 
viewed thousands of brilliantly 
plumaged parakeets.

Glowworm Grotto, a sub 
terranean fairyland and the 
thermal Rotorua area. The 
couple contacted a Red Bluff 
girl, Kim Widlund, an exchange 
student who is teaching in a 
kindergarten in Auckland.

Differing Sense Of Humor Can 
Affect Forming Of Friendships

About the time you become a 


teen-ager is when you first 
realize there are differences in 
people which automatically 
separate them into groups, each 
group more or less walled off 
from all other groups. The most 
obvious differences, 
such as 


race, 
color, 
literacy 
or 


illiteracy, are easy to un- 
derstand as reasons for people 
to shy away from those with 
whom they feel uncomfortable. 


But there are other reasons — 


not so obvious — why people 
divide into groups, seeking some 
as 
friends 
and 
purposely 


shunning others. 
Religious 


background, moral training, 
even everyday manners, all 
have some effect on the friend- 
ships you form among fellow 
teen-agers. Probably the most 
potent factor, however, in 
deciding who will be friends and 
who will be outsiders in your life 
will be your sense of humor. You 
may be able to overcome most 
differences to become friendly 
with certain individuals, but one 
thing you positively cannot 
overcome is a major difference 
in your ideas about humor. 
People simply cannot be close 
friends unless they more or less 
agree on what's funny. 


This presents a challenge to 


teens who are just starting out to 
form friendships on their own. If 
humor is all that important, how 
do you learn to use this powerful 
force to help, not hinder, you in 
making the right kind of 
friends? 


What is humor in a teen-ager's 


everyday life? It is anything 
which tickles your "funny bone" 
and makes you want to laugh. It 
may be just a comical situation 
which comes about accidentally 
or some carefully planned bit of 
nonsense. If you find it amusing, 
and your companions 
are 


equally amused, the chances are 
you have a very 
friendly 


relationship with those who 
share your amusement. On the 
other hand, if they think the 
situation is funny and you do not 
agree, 
look 
out 
— your 


relationship with them cannot 
be completely congenial. 


Suppose a nice looking girl, 


not known to any of you, is 
walking down the street ahead 
of 
your 
group. 
Suddenly 


something lets go and her 
petticoat falls down around her 
feet. She is painfully em- 
barrassed but does the only 
thing she can do, steps out of the 
petticoat, folds it under her arm 
and continues down the street. 


Your friends hoot and holler, 


thinking the incident hilarious 
and they enjoy a good belly 
laugh over the girl's em- 
barrassment. But you, being a 
more sensitive person, fell sorry 
for the girl's predicament and 
consequently do not find it 
amusing. 


The instant your companions 


realize you are not laughing with 
them you become someone 
apart. Since they think another 
person's embarrassment is 
funny, and you do not, this 
implies that you think the rest of 
the group is wrong. It is an 
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implied criticism which the 
others won't like. You may have 
no open disagreement with the 
group over your different ideas 
about humor but they are cer- 
tain to have some reservations 
about you from that time on. For 
obvious reasons, a person of 
refined tastes and good manners 
can never be close friends with 
those who are amused by crude 
language, dirty 
stories and 


obnoxious practical jokes. Like 
oil and water, the two simply 
won't mix. 


There is another, quite dif- 


ferent side to this subject of 
humor which can be important 
to teens. It is the added ability to 
develop your "sense of humor" 
so you can laugh at yourself at 
times. This special quality, 
called sense of humor, has little 
direct connection with in- 
telligence since some of the 
brainiest scientists in the world 
are virtually without humor 
while some persons who cannot 
write their own names may have 
a delightful sense of humor. 
Humor may not be essential to 
get along but it can sweeten your 
life a lot if you have it. 


How can you develop this 


valuable quality? It's really 
simpler than you think. The 
secret is not take yourself too 
seriously — learn how to laugh 
off some of the annoyances 
which might ordinarily get your 
goat. 


Since everybody makes silly 


mistakes at times and we all 
know by experience the em- 
barrassment which follows a 
personal error, all of us ap- 
preciate and admire the person 
who can handle these awkward 
situations with a sense of humor.
